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Couple Charged With Interfering With Police, Claim Police Harrassment 


Harrassment by the Police 
Department charges were lev- 
eled Tuesday night by Roger 
and Marilyn Mills when they 
appeared before the Elba City 
Council, The couple was 
charged with interfering with 
police officers in the perform- 
ance of their duties and 
resisting arrest in an incident 
Sunday night, May 28. 

Elba police, state troopers 
and deputies from the Coffee 
County Sheriff s Department had 
staked out an area near and on 
the Kinston Highway following 
a tip that an escapee from a 
Florida prison was in the 
area, Reports indicated that 
the man was a convicted mur- 
derer, was armed and consid- 
ered highly dangerous. Two 
others that escaped with him 
had been recaptured in a 
shootout with Florida police, 


Mrs. Mills opened the dis- 
cussion and stressed that she 
nor any of her family had ever 


been in trouble with the po- 
lice, but that they were cone 
stantly harrassed by the offi- 
cers. She related stories of 
police insulting her when she 
called to report finding a door 
at the Junior Food Store open 
one morning several years ago; 
of police following their auto- 
mobile for long periods of 
time; and of being detained by 
police while they checked her 
husband's driver's license, as 
well as the recent arrest, 


Police Chief M. W. Johns~ 
ton, Officer Tyson, Prescott, 
Spurlin and Phillips were 


among the officers she char« 
ged with harrassment in pre 
vious incidents, 


Mr. Mills reported that one 
morning he was going to Troy, 
stopped as directed at two 
school crossings and noticed 
as he traveled up the Troy 
Highway that a police car was 
behind him, He said that when 
the police car turned around 
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and went back, he also turned 
around, caught up with the of 


ficer and asked him ‘‘ Why?’

edly told him that Officer 
Phillips (who was working 
School traffic) had reported 


him speeding. Mills said that 
he then went to Phillips and 
asked the same question, and 
Phillips had responded by say~ 
ing it was his job. Mills felt 
this was harrassment, 


The main case being bre 
ought to the council was the 
most recent encounter when the 
charges were filed against the 


couple. She told of how they 
came into Elba, noticed sey- 
eral police cars in the area 


around Ann Street and the 
Kinston Highway. Mrs. Mills 
then said they asked Tyson 
what was going on and he told 
her he didn't know, She said 
that after Tyson repeatedly said 


he didn’t know, she and her 
husband drove up on the levee, 
and from the railroad tracks 
around back tothe Kinston High- 
way, and couldn't see anything.

Blow was imprisoned in the 
Coffee County Jail, in Elba, 
until his transfer Wednesday 
afternoon.

Tne Montgomery Community 
Action Agency (directed by 
Tom Gardner, Jr. 263-3474) 
will receive $54,000 for 
weatherizing homes and pro- 
viding family counseling. 

A grant of $125,000 was 
awarded by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
to the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education for the state- 
wide Right to Read program. 
The purpose of the Right to 
Read program is to increase 
literacy so that by 1980, 99% 
of Alabama citizens 16 years 
old, and 90% of those over 16 


years old, will be functionally - 


literate. Project director for 
the state is Dr, Ted C, Spears. 


Tne Economic Development 
Administrations in the Dapart- 
ment of Comimerce also 
awarded a $3,000 grant to the 
South Central Alabama Devel- 
opment Commission of Montgo- 
mery for its work in attracting 
businesses to existing and plan- 
ned industrial parks in Moat- 
gomery,

Then, according to Mrs, Mills, 
they drove down to Free's 
Store to ask Mrs. Free is she

They said that the police 
pulled up beside them at 
about Russell Vault, and Tyson 
and Carnley got out of their 
car and Tyson told them he 
had orders to tell them to get 
off the road. She said her 
husband then usked who gave 
those orders, and the answer 
was ‘The Man; and after 
some further discussion, Chief 
Johnston and Officer James 
Spurlin drove up and Johnston 
got out with aw shotgun, She 
suld that they came over, jerke 
ed the truek door open and the 
Chief held the shotgun on Roger 
and told him he was — under 
arrest. She reported to the 
council that when he told po- 
liceimen he wasn’t voing to 
jail, Johnston asked the other 
officers, ‘' Y'all can’t yet him out 
of the truck?’’ and Spurlin and 
Tyson started pulling Mills out 
and he held onto the steering 
wheel. The officers report- 
edly pulled Mills out of — the 
truck by the legs, handcuffed 
him and held him to the ground 
with the shotgun to his head. 
She said that Johnston kicked 
her husband twice during this 
time. 


She was doing most of the 
talking, and reported that 
Officer Carnley scratched her 
finger trying to take the truck 
keys away from her and added, 
“Tl know he is an old man and 
I don’t know (pause) ~ well, | 
think he is too old to be feel- 
ing. I don’t know if he could 
feel and make me turn loose 
or what, but he had his hand 
under my blouse on my bare 
skin.’”’ Carnley has repeated- 
ly denied ever placing his hand 
on Mrs. Mills, and did so 
again Tuesday night. 


The couple was taken to 
the jail, he was locked up 
and she remained at the jail, 
in the office and on the porch, 


until after the arrest had been 
made, At that time she was 
taken to the Elba Police Sta- 
tion, allowed to sign her own 
bond, and go home, He was 
kept in the jail overnight and 
later released on bail. 

The case was in city court 
and transferred to county 
court by City Judge Jackson 
W. Stokes, and will be heard 
later this month, 


Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
at the meeting, and Mayor 
Folsom asked him if he want- 
ed to make a statement. 
Grantham responded that he 
didn't come to the meeting to 
get into that discussion, but 
only to publicly commend the 
members of the Elba Police 
Department, Highway Patrol 
und deputies in his department 
for the professional tnanner 
in which they apprehended the 
suspect without him hurting 
other citizens including Mr, 
und Mrs. Mills, any officer or 
the suspect. 

Grantham udded 
response to a question from 
the Mills’ that he would have 
arrested them also if they had 
been interfering with conduct 
of business. Grantham was 
not in the county during the 
weekend, 


that in 


Police officers involved in 
the case declined to comment 
on the details stating that they 
couldn’t comment because the 
case was pending in court, 


Mr. and Mrs.- Mills said 
they would be back to the coun- 
cil after their case was 
settled in court. 


In other business, the 
council voted unanimously to 
rehire Pat Mount who had 
been working after school in 
the library. She had been 
fired last week by Mayor 
Folsom who stated to the 
council that the budget couldn’t 
Stand the $46.00 a week. Coun- 
cilman Jimmy Wise said, ‘‘ You 
have been working on private 
property for two days, and how 


we can save money this way is 
beyond me.”’ 

Librarian Mrs. Mary 
Dowling has stated that the 
young lady is very efficient 
help, has a pleasant persona- 
lity and she wanted to keep 
her. 

Also, the council members 
were unanimous in their ef- 
forts to get normal work pro- 
gressing. Several projects that 
had been approved during the 
past six months were discussed 
and Folsom was questioned as 
to why they were not finished, 
and why several were started 
and then apparently abandoned, 


Folsom told the council, 
‘We have some duds working 
for the city of Elba that are 
not worth the salt in their 
bread.’’ Later Councilman 
John Sharpless questioned this 
statement, and stated that if 
there were unproductive work- 
ers in the system, they needed 
firing and it wasn’t fair to the 
good workers to make such a 
blanket statement. 


The council voted to imme- 
diately begin work on a sewer 
repair at the airport, the 
drainage in Brookdale, repair- 
ing “‘thrilP?s hil?’ road, and in- 
stalling the fence at the Mul-~ 
berry balifield. 


Whien the council, still con- 
cerned over the many unfin- 
ished jobs in the community, 
and Folsom’s statement about 
‘‘duds,’’ discussed the matter, 
Folsom stated that supervision 
was not the problem because 
he had fifty years experience 
Supervising people, and he was 


good at the job. 


Christmas decorations, the 
lease with the army reserve for 
the armory, and reappointing 
Dr. McCreary and Josh Tatum 
to the Planning and Zoning 
Board took the balance of the 
meeting until the council ap- 
proved payment of $11,000 in 
monthly bills.

Bruce Mincy, 22-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Mincy, was killed instantly Sat- 
urday afternoon by an explo- 
sion, He was using an elec- 
tric saw to cut a metal drum 
in half when a spark ignited 
solvent fumes inthe drum caus- 
ing an explosion that ripped 
the top out of the drum. The 
top partially decapitated Mincy 
and landed thirty or forty feet 
from the scene. 

Edward (PJ) Young told 
Coroner Marvin Mcllwain, 
Sheriff Neil Grantham and 
The Elba Clipper that he and 
his cousin had already cut one 
drum in half and he (Young) 
carried one half to a nearby 
hog pen. The sections were 
to be used as watering 
troughs, Young said he heard 
an explosion just as he got to 


_ the hog pen, and upon rushing 


back to the front of the house, 
found Mincy lying on the gre 
ound, apparently dead. 

Miney, an ex-GI and a stu- 
dent at John M. Patterson 
Technical School in Mont- 
gomery, was spending the week- 
end with his family. He was 
studying transmission repair 
at the school. Mincy was un~ 
married, 

The 55-gallon drum was 
labeled as containing Flexipal 
Solvent Cleaner produced by 
Atlantic Solvents & Chemical 
Company, and was clearly lab- 
eled with a Warning Flammable 
label on at least two places 
(the side and the top), It 
read in part: ‘‘ Warning Flam- 
mable - Keep away from heat, 
Sparks and fire.’’ 

The electric skill saw still 
had the $29.95 price stamped 
on the side,

already on hand and paid for 
from other funds. By pur- 
chasing them over an extended 
period, the system managed to 
acquire new appliances by put-~ 
ting up only 25% of the money 
locally, The balance came 
from outside sources allocated 
in limited amounts each year. 

The new facility is expected 
to be completed in 90 working 
days or sometime this fall, The 
architect is Chambers and 
Killingsworth of Montgomery.

The Coffee County Com mise 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, June 12, at the court- 
house in Enterprise, and hand- 
led routine matters in an un- 
usually quiet meeting. Pre- 
sent at the bi-monthly meet- 
ing were Probate Judge James 
L. Sawyer, Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston, County En- 
gineer Leslie Mullins and 
Commissioners Gilmer Grant, 
Rex Boutwell, Jack Hornsby, 
Don Smith, Bennie Beckham and 
Max J. Reeves. 

The commission’s first vi- 
sitor was a representative of 
the Phillips Coal Company of 
Tyler, Texas. The represen- 
tative asked the commission’s 
permission to drill test-holes 
along county right-of-way and 
throughout the county in an ef- 
fort to locate coal. The com- 
mission was told the company 
would pay $25 for each hole 
drilled. The commission told 
the representative negotiations 
should be with the individual 
landowners. 

The commission concurred 
unanimously with a request by 
the Elba Water &Electric Board 
on a grant in the amount of 
$492,000 for extension of the 
City’s waterlines. All the com~- 
missioners felt the project 
would aid county residents in 
the areas of extension. 

A representative of Home 
Company 
addressed the commission and 
presented it with a dividend 
check for $854.89. The board 
was informed that county em- 
ployees paid $54,514.11 in pre- 
miums, while claims totalled 
$33,545.74, The commission 
expressed pleasure with the 
company and its policy, but only 
renewed the contract for one 
month so other insurance agents 
could meet with the commission 
in an effort to get the best 
policy at the most reasonable 
_Trate. 

The commission approved 
payment of the final bill from 
Hunnicut and Associates for 
property tax reappraisal work. 
The bill paid was $30,500, com- 
pleting the county’s obligation 
of $305,000. 

Mr, Nix Andrews headed 
a delegation from the Shiloh 
Community seeking road work 
across from McCall’s Store. 
Andrews reported the roads 
were impassable after a rain 
and asked that they be paved. 
Engineer Leslie Mullins told the 
group that funds have been re- 
quested from HUD for com- 
plete grading, draining and pa~ 
ving of the roads. Mullins added 
that certain landowners in the 
area wouldn’t sign easements 


fof work to be done, Mr. An- 
drews stated he would get all 
the easements signed if the 
work would be done. 

Sgt. McKinnon, a member 
of the delegation, told the 
commission that drainage dit- 
ches were needed on the Old 
Elba Road because the roadhas 
eroded until it was almost im- 
passable. McKinnon added that 
if the Old Elba Road was not 
fixed, it wouldn’t do any good 
to pave the roads in the sub- 
division, because, ‘‘You won't 
be able to drive your car to 
the roads.’’ 

Engineer Mullins reported 
he would conduct a survey on 
the area and do the needed re- 
pair. 

Two representatives of City 
Auto Parts met with the com- 
mission in the afternoon session 
and asked why they didn’t get 
to bid on a recently awarded 
contract for the County High- 
way Department. The men 
stated that several ‘‘parts 
stores’ didn’t receive invita- 
tions to bid and stated they 
would have bid if given a 
chance. 

Judge Sawyer apologized 
to the men and reported he had 
made a mistake in the mailing 
of invitations for bids. Saw- 
yer assured the mena similar 
mistake wouldn’t happen again. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
presented the commission with 
a check for $6272.73 to be 
used in secondary road repair. 
In other action, Mullins: 
***reported the Highway De- 
partment would begin work on 
the Week's Bridge Road when 
all the easements are signed; 
***received permission tosend 
out inyitations for bids on two 
tractors and two rotary mo- 
wers;

But it does 
not do much good. 

Sheriff Grantham told the 
board the shape of the jail is 
getting worse and that at the 
present time 30 inmates were 
housed at the building. Gran- 
tham reported the jail had 
leaks, needed painting and need~ 
ed work done on the kitchen. 
Sheriff Grantham also request- 
ed permission to get a full- 
time cook, but the commission 
stated there was no help a- 
vailable at the present time.
